It seems there are some peculiar eggs in the 
market; in the astern market especially, and 
perhaps they have been scen in this State. At 
this season of the year eggs ordinarily need 
watching, for they may be of an age not palat- 
able, nor entirely odorless. Everybody knows 
how to look out for the grocers’ aged eggs, 
which the countrymen palm offon him some- 
times as fresh stock. . But there is) another 
kind of egg that no honest hen ever deposits, 
and that are on sale in various places, 

The Boston Globe says there is on Congress 
street in that city a small grocery store kept by 
a neat old maid, and on the counter is a pair of 
scales, a show case, brown paper, thread, and 
all the fixings of a country store. On the shelves 
against the wall are red tin boxes full of tea and 
jars and bottles innumerable. In front of the 
counter on the floor is a large wooden egg case, 
capable of ho'ding forty-nine dozen when full, 
while near by it is a small paste-board box, 
partitioned off into twelve compartments, in 
every one ©' which lies a big egg, white and 
clean as chalk. In fact, they are so very white 
that a man would at once suspect them‘of being 
nest eggs,such as unsk illed pullets use for pat- 
terns when they begin to lay. 

A gentleman who e¢alied ai the establishment 
end made some inquiries was -nvited to try one 
of the eggs. A little wax was loosened at one 
end, a straw inserted, and the customer was 
tuld to operate ‘as he would upon a glass of 
lemonade. He declared he was drinking first- 
rate sherry. Those eggs, explained the proprie- 
tor, are made of common glass, and are then 
filled with various kinds of liquor. The pro- 
prietor said they were got up to sell in Maine, 
Rhode Island and some other places. The de- 
mand, he said, was large in Maine, though he 
founa the market good nearer home. “If,’’ said 
he, “a man {is on a train he can just reach down 
into his gripsack, take out an egg in his hand- 
kerchief, put in his straw and pull away with- 
out attracting notice. Drummers who have 
used my eggs say thatit is much bettee than 


_ taking out a bottle. It don’t draw any atten- 


tion.”’ 

A great deal of liquor Is said to be sent into 
the States where it is not lawful to sell intoxi- 
cating drinks in barrels marked “Bermuda 
Onions,” “Cincinnati Hams,” and such like 
deceptions. But this “egg” trade is the latest 
dodge. Such eggs area wicked’ device of the 
enemy, a fraud on the labor of honest hens, and 
the nests where they are laid should be watched 
lest a great brood of evils are hatched. The 
Globe says, “although it is a criminal offence to 
selt anything stronger than soda water in 
Maine, yet drunken -men are seen on the streets 
of the larger towns every day, and judges are 
kept busy fining people for being intoxieated.” 
It must be that they are using too many bad 
Boston laid eggs. Boston eggs need watch- 
ing.

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A RCMANCE OF THE RIVER. 


The good people of Greenwich, Coun., find plenty 


of conversation material in a rocmance which has 
beeo brought to light by the arrest of Thomas James, 
ariver thief, now locked up in the village jail. Seven 
years az0 a young fellow of cood appearance, giving 
the pume of Richard Berrian, went to Greenwich and 
He boarded 
with the family. and, following a custom which ob- 
tains among larmers, was treated more like a friend 
thana mevial. Ida Morrell, the farmer’s eighteen- 
year-old daugbter, fel! deeply ip love wiib Berrian and 
be with ber, They Kept their secret well, knowing 
that Morrell would nev’) consent to his child’s mar- 
riage with a man of whose antecedents he was quite 
ignorant, 
wich, and the girl’s beartbroken parents heard noth- 
ing more of her until 1885, when they learned that ber 
husband was a criminal and she had died in New York 
poor and neglected. 

About two weeks ago Police Supt. Murray received 
from Greenwich a concise description of James Mor- 
relt’s sloop yacht Sarah A. Dexter, which had been 
stolen from ber anchorage and, it was supposed, taken 
to New York. The precinct commanders along the 
river fronts were ordered to watch for the missing 
boat, and vigilance enjoined upon the barbor police. 
On Aug. 1, a black sloop was nouced loitering oft 
Edgewater. Capt. Smith of the Patro!, was notified 
and went to look tor the suspicious craft. Under the 
shadow of tbe bluff she was found. At first the sloop 
appeared entirely deserted. On her deck were heaps 
of chains, rope, pieces of canvas, blocks, oakum, and 
other ship’s stures. Hidden under a sail was a man 
who vaioly tried to persuade Capt. Smith that there 
was nothing wrong. The man deseribed bimselft as 
Thomas James of Avenue A. The sloop wastbe Willie 
James. He had collected bis cargo at various points 
about the harbor. and expected to deliver it to a junk- 
nan at the foot of Canal street. 

Policeman Quigley was sure that James was a river 
pirate whom he had arrested betore. 
a boat towing behind the sloop were muffled with rat- 
lin stuff, and two pair of oars were marked Philip Finn. 
Tn several places about the yacht the name “Sarah A. 
Dexter” had been half-eflaced in a clumsy manner. 
Attempts had been made (to disguise the vessel by 
changing ber paint, but when Mr."Mcrrelt! came trom 
Greenwich be bad no trouble 1p recognizing bis prop- 
erty. He confronted James ip a police court, but did 
not recognize him, After James had been lodved in 
the Greenwich jail, farmer Morrell’s son went to take 
alook athim. He started back in surprise and ex- 
claimed: 

. “That's Dick Berrian, who married my sister.”

Armed Guards on American Vessels. 


The American schooner Shitoh was cne of the tour 
fishing vesseis that put into Liverpool. near Halifax, 
last week to enable their crews to visit their families.

ta late hour the other night Mrs. Felix Broussard, 
of New. Iberia, La., a lady of one ofthe best families, 
left her bed, dressed herself, and left the house. She 
made her way to the raiiroad track and seated herself 
on the rails. When the 3 A. M. west bound Texas ex 
press came along, the engineer saw an object upon the 
track and sounded an alarm. The train was brought 
toa standstill], and some of the trainmen went to the 
lady, took ber oft the track, and teft: her standing in 
the street. When the train was again started she 
sprang torward, and threw herself under the wheels of 
one of the coaches, which passed over her, crushing 
her todeath,. Mrs. Broussard was thirty-nine vears of 
age and was a widow. She leaves three daughters ud 
one sou. She had been a sufferer for a number of years 
from neuralgia, and was also a somnambulist. Jt is 
supposed that she was ina somnambulic state at the 
time of the occurrence. 


Mexicans Smuggling Chinamen. 


Acting Secretary Fairchild has received a report 
from Special Agent Jeromre at ‘Fucson, A. T., to tbe 
effect that Jarge numbers of Chinamen are-continually 
entering the United States over the Mexican border in 
violation of the law. The cugtoms inspectors turo 
them odack and do all they can to enforce the law, but, 
he says, with little success. This is mainly due tothe 
fact that the force is too smal! to watch the frontier. 
The matter was referrec to Judge McCue, Solicitor of: 
the Treasury, for an opinion as to whether the law 
aftords any remedy in such cases. The provision for 
tine and imprisonment for a violation of the Restrie- 
tion Act does not, in Juige McCue'’s opinion, seem to 
be practical as in effect it Keeps in the country the 
very persons whom the law proposes to exclude. He 
suggests that as the violations of law complained of 
occur through the contiguous territory of a friendly 
nation, the attention of the Secretary of State be called 
to the subject. 


She Skipped. 


Miss Katharine Spahr is a pretty eighteen vear-old 
daughter of a well-to-do hotel Keeper, of Corona, L. I. 
For some time she has received the attention of Cas- 
per Conckiin against the wisbes ot ber parents, Last 
week the couple visited Rockaway Beach, but through 
some accident on their way back they missed the 
last train from Hunter’s Point, and returned to Cor- 
ona ina éovach. It was two o’clock in the morning be- 
fure they got to Miss Spahr’s house. The couple 
explained their delay, but the explanation did not 
disarm the anger of her parents. The next night Mr. 
Concklin made a visit to the home of his sweetheart. 
He was not cordially greeted, and Mrs. Spahr, it is 
said, even went so far as throw a handful of red pepper 
in his tace. : 

The young woman became very indignant at this 
action, put immediately retired to her room. The 
Next morning she did not appear at breakfast, and 
Mrs. Spabr tound her room vacant. An open window 
and a twisted sheet told the story of her escape. She 
had lowered her trunk from the window and then 
climbed down after it, 


A Chinese Cockroach Battle. 


Chinese sporting circles of Chicago, have been great- 
ly excited over a cockroach tournament in the base 
ment of alaundry for three nights. It is the first bug 
tournament ever held east of the Pacific coast. It has 
been conducted by some Chinese sports, who left San 
Francisco three weeks ago With fifty trained fighting 
cockroaches. It is reported that the San Francisco 
men have left for New York, having won several 
thousand dollars from the Chicago Chinese. 

Before the insects were pitted against each other 
they were handled by Quong. who bad had experience 
in this line. With a pair of scissors be clipped their 
wings, and then, just before facing, greased their bod- 
ies. This is done to prevent the insects catching one 
another, a they wiii not touch the greased portions of 
each other’s bodies. At a signal the two champions 
were dropped into the pit. This was a Jarge urn, 
shaped like a punch bowl and greased on the edges. 
Tne first fight was one of tbe best of the tournament. 
The two roaches sprang at each other with the tierce- 
ness of bulldegs. Just eleven minutes after the fight 
began the big roach wa. dead. Just before be died, 
however, be inflicted a mortal wound upon his slayer 
Tn the last struggle he turned in such a manner that 
his left foreleg was pulled frum its socket, but in so 
doing be caught bis adversary by the throat. The next’ 
instant he died, covered with wounds, while the little 
victor staggered pff witb a terrible cut in bis throat. 

-Erght battles were fought the first night. The next 
night four baitses were got through with, out tbey 
were all desperate contests, and lusted an hour each. 
On the third night there were eleven battles, and when 
the tournament concluded the San Francisco China- 
men had nearly all the money. It was reported that 
the Chinaman Quong, who handled the fighting 
roaches, bad played into the hands of the visitors, and 
drugged some of the bugs.

Fighting Like a Demon. 


In Stewart County,Tennessee, about two weeks ago 
Mrs. Lela Verhaines, of the Indian Mound neighbbor- 
hood, sued her husband, Wm. Verhaines, tor divorce, 
alleging cruel and inhuman treatment. A short 


separation preceded tbe suit for aivorce, during which. 


time Mrs. Verhaines stayed at the huuse of ber father, 
a Mr. Keats. Last Saturday Mr. Kea’s and his family 
attended a barbecue near by, Mrs. Verhaines going 
with them. Verhaines, hearing ofthis, took a position 
on the roadside, in tne evening. where be knew the 
Keats would puss. He did not wait long before the 
wagon came by with Mr. and Mrs. Keats, an unmare 
vied daughter. Mrs. Verbaines and several children. 
hey were stopped by Verbaines, who commanded 
his wite to get out an’: yo with him. This sbe retused 
todo.and he at unce opened fire on the party witb 
two revolvers, firing ten shots at them, one of which 
etruck Mrs. Verhaines in the left side, near the heart, 
and which will probably prove fatal. Anauther shot 
struck Miss Keatsin tbe thigh, making a serious, if 
not fatal, wound. During the firing Keats’ team be- 
came panic-stricken and unmanageable, placing the 
party entirely at the mercy of Verhaines. Verhaines 
was arrested sbortly after the shooting, but soon after 
escaped. ‘ 

Great excitement prevailed and scores of men 
scoured the woods for the assassin. Although he was 


botly pursued by the mob he sncceeded in making bis 


escape until recently, when be was captured at Hen- 
dersuon, Ky., and after a hand-to-hand siruggle was 
ndehind the bars. ‘The next morning when the jailer 
went into his presence the murderer seized upon a 
favorable opportunity to spring upon and struck him 
a heavy blow with astick which felled him. The 
watchman heard the struggle and came to the rescue. 
The murderer turned at bay and tought both men 
desperately. He was a powerful fellow and pressed 
his antagonists so hard that it was necessary to shoot 
him. 

The watchman sent a bullet into Verhaines’ head 
and he succumbed.

FIT FOR THE STAKE. 


Wretches Who Use Their Own Chil- 
dren To Help in the Debauchery 
of Youthful School Girls. 


Through the finding of Delia Duffy and Minnic 
Arbuthnot, mere children, hungry and almost naked, 
on the beach at Coney Island, on August 2, a crime of 
the most revolting nature has been disclosed in New 
ark, N. J. The girls are about fourteen years of age, 
but unusually precocious and self-willed. To Chiet of 
Police McKane they told a terrible story of 111 treat- 
ment. A week before their arrest, they said, they left 
their homes in Newark and went to Coney Island. 
Thev were induced to accompany two men to a dis- 
reputable bouse near West Brighton Beach. There

they were kept for nearly a week: and shockingly 
abused. Huigry and ill they were put out of the 
bouse to wancer all nigbt on the beach. Their parents 
were communicated with, and by their consent the 
children were sent to the House ef the Good Shepherd 
by Justice Waring. One of the girls made such a re- 
markable statement to one of the attendants that 
James A. Neary, an agent tor the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society of Brooklyn, was sent for and to him the girls 
repeated their tale. 

It is understood that the girls told him that a prom- 
inent real estate dealer in Newark enticed them iuto 
his office and maltreated them. They are alsocredited 
with saying that the real estate agent had two or three 
girlsin his employ to whom he paid #1 for every new 
victim brought into bis den. Mr, Neary was very 
reticent about the matter, but from a reliable source it 
was learned that the girls had made compromising 
statements against Matthew T. Darby, a real estate 
agent, at No. 15 Mulberry street, Newark. 

Darby is a real estate agent of the New York Equit

many of the employees were restrained from saving 
anything, the majority of them were loud in their de- 
nunctation of the crimes which they believed bad heen 
enacted in the private office of the real estate agent. 

August Meiselbach, foreman in the establishmen:, 
said:

the fact that the firm did not want trouble with: the 
agent. On several occasions we did try to stop it. We 
went into tbe cellar and threw iron against the floor. 
We selled and pounded against the thin board par- 
tition which divides the office from our workshop. 
One of the men _bored auger holes through the par- 
tition. Some time time ago we had occasion to move 
the partition back a few feet. When it was torn down 
we found in the dark room a cot, basins, sponges and 
towels. I don’t think Daroy Knew we were going to 
tear down the partition so soon or he would have re- 
moved the things. Were they poor children? No, 
indeed; many of them were rosy cheeked, well dressed 
girls, evidently the children of well-to-do parents.” 

“Do you know any of the girls ?”’ . 

“Only by sight. I trequently’see them on the street, 
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Paying Darby a eall.

Maithbias L. Darby, the Newark and Elizabeth real 
estate agent who is accused of shocking crimes against 
ascore ot little girls at his office in Newark, was ar- 
rested at Eiizabeth on Aug. 20 by Chief Tuite, of 
Newark. - 

Woaen the Chief arrived at Darby’s house in Eliza- 
beth at3 A. M. be rang the door bell and pounded on 
the door unti] a faint voice was beard on the inside 
asking who was there. Tbe door was reluctantly 
opened and Mr. Darby stood trembling in bis narrow 
office. Chief ‘Suite took bim into custody and thrust 
him into the coach, where he slunk down intoacorner 
and cried until be went to sleep. On reaching Police 
Headquarters in Newark be was placed in a cell. Tne 
pokce then set out to find the girls who were known 
to have visited Darby's den in the oid factory building 
on Mulberry street. They went out at daylight and 
before 9 o’clock ascore of zirls, ranging 1u ages trom 
twelve to eighteen years, were brought in. Many of 
them were bright and pretty girls, and all were well 
dressed. They were recognized as regolar visitors to 
the roller skating rinks during the last two winters, 
Several of the girls admitted having frequently visited 
Darby at his office. Ida Shaw, aged sixteen; Daisy 
Dunn, aged thirteen , Lena Webber, sixteen years ; Id, 
and Mamie Raymond, aged eighteen, made most scri- 
ous charges against Darby. 

Raymond was arrested and locked up on Lottie 
O'Neil’s information and that of others og the girls 
They Were all companions of Mamie RaymonJ. who 
knew ot her father’s conduct. Raymond 1s a ston, 
dark man, with a beavy black mustache He is about 
fifty years old, and isa member of the Eighth Regi- 
ment Veteran Association of New Jersey.

Two Boston Dandy Defaulters 
Play a Game For Millions. 


GRAY ENDS HIS FAST LIFE. 


Found on the Top of a Mountain With 
a Bullet Through His Heart. 


{Subject of Tllustration.] 


Upon the bare summit of one of the Blue Hill range 
in Milton, two miles from the nearest house, was 
found the body of William Gray, Jr., of Boston, whose 
embezzlement of pearly $1,000,000 was made known a 
few days ago. Through the beart was a single pistol 
shot wound, and by bis side lay the weapon with 
which he bad taken his life torty-eight hours before. 
The body was clad in a blue yachting suit. His straw 
bat was beneath bis head, the weight ot the body fore- 
tug it over bis forehead. The eyes were open and the 
lips were slightly parted. He seemed to be asleep. 
The discovery of Mr. Gray’s borse and buggy at the 
foot,of the mountain was the first clue to his where- 
abouts. Nothing had been seen or heard of horse ana 
driver afier the gates closed behind Mr. Gray at his 
home _ Tit seems evident that he drove directly to the 
spot where the horse was found, for severa! persons 
saw the animal standing there. When the turnout 
was identified it was at once decided that Mr. Gray 
had driven to Blue Hill forthe purpose of commit- 
ting suicide. 

In the pocKets was but little of value, $2.56 in small 
change being found,a pencil and Knife, a handker- 
chief, and a pair of kid gloves, together with a half 
dozen cartridges of a larger caliore than those re- 
quired for the revolver from which the fatal shot was 
tired,and probably belonging to a revolver recently 
given to Mr. Cunningham by the deceased man. The 
sdsence of all valuables contirmed Mr Wood's state- 
ment that Mr. Gray left his watch and pucketbook at 
, home. and showed whv the detective was so certain 
before the finding of the body that suicide was in- 
tended. 

The financial developments in tne case have been 
startling and omirous. Early in the gay rumors were 
current about town that Mr. Samuel B. Payson, Pres- 
ident of the National City Bank at 61 State street, 
Boston, bad made an assignment. It was said that 
Mr. Payson had indorsed so heavily for William Gray, 
Jr., that the financial trouble of the latter bad resulted 
in his failure. The cashier of the National City Bank, 
in response to inquiries about him, denied the truth of 
any rumor that Mr. Payson’s morey matters were in 
abaidshape. It was learned soon after, however. that 
Mr. Payson had made an assignment to Mr. Samuel 
Jobnson, of C. F. Hovey & Co. Then came the an- 
nowucement that Mr. Payson repudiate’ his indorse- 
ment on many ot the notes that purperted to bear his 
signature, and pronounced them forgeries. Then fol- 
lowed the announcement of the failure of one or two 
brokers, and the wildest rumors flew about State 
street for an hour or two. A sbarp break in the stock 
market ensued. and the situation became decidedly 
panicky. 

Mr. Payson was supposed to bea millionaire. He 
is President of the City Bank, director in the Indian 
Orchard and Antic Mills, and a large owner in the 
stocks of the Manchester Print Works, tbe Derry 
Mills. the Hallowell Cotton Co., and many other man- 
ufacturing institutions. He is the owner of the Cush- 
ing estate in Watertown, one of the most magnificent 
estates in New England. The effect of this assignment 
-n the cotton trade and in banking circles is very 
marked. A prominent financier remarked after 
Jearning of Payson’s assiziment, that it will not re- 
quire many more financial sbocks to create a panic in 
Boston. 

at is said that the assignment now made public has 
been contemplated since Gray’s disappearance, but 
that it has been withheld as Jong as it was sate to doso. 
Some say that Mr. Payson’s object was simply to liquid- 
ate his estate. The suspension was forced by the 
action of the banks, which held some $140.000 in stock 
of the Indian Orchard Mills, pledged as collateral by 
Mr. Payson. They notified him recently that he 
. must turnish new collateral or take up the notes, 
Being unable to do either at short notice, and learning 
that one or two notes purporting to bear his endorse- 
ment had gone to protest, Mr. Pavson deemed it best 
to make an assignmen:. No estimatecan yet be made 
of his assets or liabilities. He has resigned the pres- 
idency of the Nationai Bank. 

The detalcation of Gray isa serious blow to Spring- 
field, as the Indian Orchard cotton mills, of which he 
tvas treasurer, are situated there. No. 2 mill, which 
was burned on July 31, with a Joss of $350,000. was to 
have been rebuilt, but Gray’s rascality destroys this 
project and also causes No. 1 mill to shut down. Most 
ot the 1.209 employees will leave the city to seek work 
elsewhere. “The Orchard,’ which is a little out of the 
city proper and depended on its factories to a large 
extent, is a sad place at present. 

THE OTHER CASE. 

Samuel G Snelling, the man who is said to have 
embezzled $350.000 of the funds of the Lowell Bleachery 
Company, left bis handsome residence, 24 Common- 
wealth avenue, late one night last week and went up 


to Police Heatiquarters in Pemberton Square in com- - 


pany with Inspector Richardson and Policeman Mc- 
Causland. A warrant was read to bim there charging 
him with embezzling $39.653 of the hleachery com- 
papy'’s money. He remained over night in a cell, and 
the next morning procured bail in $50,000 for his ap 
pearance in court. Mr. Snelling’s offence was not at 
first regarded as criminal, but recently, it is alleged, 
the discovery was made that he bad drawn from the 
Merchants’ Bank the sum of $39,683 that stood to the 
crecit of the bleackery and traosferred it to the 
Maverick Bank, where it was deposited in his own 
name. Hisarres’ on acrifiinal charge was tben de 
cided upon by the directors. 

Tt was feared that Snelling bad left for Canada, and 
Superintendent Small telegraphed to Montreal, St. 
Jobo and Buttalo requesting the authorities to arrest 
the supposed fugitive, if seen. At the same time a

watch was placed upon the Commonwealth avenue 


residence, and late in the evening he putin an ap- | 
pearance and was at once taken int@custody. 

About two weeks ago he wrote a letter to the direc- 
tors of the bleachery, saying that bis books. accounts 
and vouchers were at the service of his creditors, 
among whom he numbered the bleachery company, as 
though his indebtedness to the company was ot a per- 
fectly legitimate kind. Certain irregularities in his 
accounts with the company as its treasurer had 
already been found, asa result of which his resigna- 
tion had been asked for, tendered and accepted. The 
ex-treasurer said that his failure was mainly due to 
the large losses occasioned by his deali€gs with James 
H. Diggles, of New York, to whom he bad advanced 
his own and the company’s money without the know!l- 
edge of the directors, for the purchase of goods to be 
finished at the bleachery. The result was tbat Diggles 
owed Snelling $400,000, and Snelling owed the bleach- 
ery, according to Snelling’s conservative cum putation, 
$200.000. An investigating committee discovered a 
systematic falsification of accounts by Snelling. 
that for years the directors at their annual meetings 
had been deluded into the pelief that their tinances 
were perfectly secure, Snelling, when discovered, 
made a plea for leniency, but the directors, upon receiv- 
ing tbese tacts, appointed a cummiittee to act. and the 
result was Snelling’s arrest. He furnished bail and the 
case was cootinued, Snelling’s total indehtedness is 
about $8$00.000, including the deficiency of,$350,000 
the Lowel) Bleachery. 





THE ORIGINAL BLUE LAWS. 


Now that the great American crank is hard at work 
trying to make everybody toe the mark according to 
his own bilious Pharisaic ideas, it strikes us asa good 
time to publish the real old original “Blue Laws” of 
Connecticut. Here they are:

To pick an ear of corn growing in a neighbor's gar 
den shall be deemed theft. 

A person accused of trespass in the right shall be 
adjudged gu.lty unless be clear himself by bis oath. 

When it appears that an accused has confederates, 
and he refuses to discover them, he may be racked. 

No one shall buy or se!'l lands without permission of 
the Selectmen. 

A drunkard sball have a master appointed by the 
Selectmen, who are to debar him from the liberty of 
buying and selling. ; 

Whoever publishes a lie. to the prejudice of bis 
neighbor sball’s sit in the stocks or be whipped tifteen 
stripes. 

No minister shi] keep a school. 

Every rateable person who refuses to pay his pro 
portion to the support of the minister ot the town or 
parish shall be fined by the court £2. and £4 every 
quarter until he or she shall pay the rate to the min- 
ister. = 

Men-stealers shall suffer death. 

Whoever wears clothes trimmed witb gold, silver or 
bone lace above two shillings by the yard shall be pre- 
sented by tbe grand jurors, and the-Selectmen shall 
tax the offender at £300 estate. 

A debtor in prison swearing he has no estate, shall 
be let out and sold to make satisfaction. 

Whoever sets a fire in the woods, and it burns a 
bouse, shall suffer deatb, and persons suspected of this 
crime sball be imprisoned without benefit of bat). 

Whoever brings cards or dice into this Dominion 
shall pay a fine of £5. 

No one shal! read Common Prayer, kcep Christmas 
or Saint days, ake mince pies, dance, play cards or 
play on-any instrument of music except the drum, 
trumpet and jew’s-barp. 

No gospel minister sha]! join people in marriage; the 
Magistrates only shail join in marriage, as they may 
do it with less scandal to Christ's church. 

When pareuts refuse their children convenient mar- 
riages the Magistrate shall determine the point. 

The Selectmen on finding children ignorant may 
take them away from their parents and put them into 
hetter hands at the expense of their parents. 

A man that strikes bis wife shall pay a fine of £10, 
a@ woman that strikes her husband snall be punished 
as the court‘directs. 

A wife shall be deemed good evidence against her 
husband. 

No man shall court a maid in person, or by letter, 
without at first obtaining consent of her parents; £5 
penalty tor the first offense, £10 tor the second, and for 
the third imprisonment during the pleasure of the 
court. 

Married persons must live together or be impris- 
oned, 

Every male shall have his hair cut round according 
to a cap. 

Of such sort were the laws made by the people of 
New Haven previous to their incurporation with Say- 
brook and Hartford colonies by tbe charter. They 
consist ofa vast multitude, and were very properly 
termed Blue Laws—i. e., bloody laws, for they were 
all sanctified with excommunication, confiscation, 
fines, banishment, whippings, cutting off the ears, 
burning the tongue and death. 

With respect to the epithet bloe, I believe the writer 
is mistaken when he explains it by bloody, or, at Jeast, 
that in wbatever sense it was or is applied to the laws 
of New Haven, its original import was no more than 
Presbyterian or Poritan. It appearsto have been so 
used in Scotland, where tt originated.

At the grand opening a numberof bandsome gar- 
ments, a trifle worn, perbaps, were displayed at ruin- 
ous figures. One beautitul silk dress, trimmed with 
black lace, and said to have been made by Worth, sold 
for $18. Another blue silk robe, which the purchaser 
said was cheap at $100, went for $20, and other goods 
went in proportion. 

One curious feature of Mme. Mandelbaum’s stock is 


‘that it does not bear any trade marks or labels, and 


the cases they come tn do not have any other marks 
on them but her address, A great many purchasers 
have availed themselves of the opportunity of pur- 
chasing some beautitul plate, which sbe also sells at 
very low figures. There are erasures on some of the 
ware, whicb leads to the supposition that names which 
at one time may have been engraved on them bave 
been carefully obliterated.

A few days ago he 
confessed to Billy Pinkerton that the report that he 
used to meet Price at Englewood was correct, and 
that Price gave him $400 tobet on Binnette agatost 
Lizzie Dw ver. Price had obtained this money tbrougbh 
Mamie Hunt deteating Peurl Jennings on July 17, 
when the latter was a very strong favorite. It is now 
almost certain that Pearl Jennings was drugged, and 
thus prevented from winning, and many who saw the 








behavior of the mare at the post that day were con-. 


vinced tbat something was wrong with her. When 
the attempt was made to poison Lady of the Lake at 
St. Louis two years ago, Sam Bryant, the owner, 
forced “Texas Tom” to produce the bottle of poison 
which he had intended to give. tothe filly. He then 
told Redmond that if be would give up tbe names of 
the people who employed him he would dothbe best 
he could to get bim off. Redmond gave the names 
ot two bookmakers, but afterward took the whole 
statement back and said he had not told the truth. 
Tue namesor these bookmakers are, however, known, 
and as one of them bas been doinz business during 
the Washington Park meeting he is suspected of 
knowing something of the crooked business. It ,1s 
turtber asserted that money was sent from Chicago to 
St. Louis to defend Redmond when he got into the 
Lady of the Lake trouble, and that some Chicago 
gamblers are implicated in Redmond’s work. 
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LYNCHED THIRTY MINUTES AFTER HIS CRIME. 


The quiet hamlet of Huron, Ind., is all astir over the 
murder of one of its best citizens and the lynching of 
the perpetrator of the dastardly deed. The facts con- 
cerning the crime are as follows: 

Atramp. giving the name of William Dunn, from 
Cincinnati, entered the residence of J. T. Davis, evi- 
devtly to rob bim. Aftersecuring a part ot bis clothes 
Mr, Davis awakened and pursued him closely. They 
met near the store of J. H. Crim, and a melee was the 
result. Mr. Davis was struck on the head with a stone, 
only stunning him. He tben approached his assailant, 
and was struck by him witr a knife, severing the 
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| brachial artery of his right arm. The next stroke 


severed the trachea, and the third cut was a flesh 
wound in his left arm. From the last he fell bleeding, 
and ina tew moments was dead, 

The perpetrator of the deed, thinking’ his victim 
dead, fled to the railroad, and while im the at of 
hiding the stolen property was approached by several 
citisens and a Joad of shot from an unseen party fired 
into nis stomach. He was then dragged: to the bed- 
side of the grief-strickeo wife for identification, sbe 
identifying him as the murderer of ber.imusband. 

This sealed his fate. Tbe six indignant citizens 
escorted him to the gallows, a walnut tree, near the 
scene of the murder. Here he protested his innocence : 
but his blood-stained clothing bore sufficient evidence 
to convict him. A cotton rope was procured, and in 
less than thirty minutes’ after he bad dealt the last 
blow to bis victim his body was dangling in the air 
until he died from stranguiation. He bung iu this 
state unti] forty-five minutes past eleven the next 
day,to be viewed by the many hundreds of eager 
sight-seers. No papers or otber articles of. identifica- 
tion were found on bis person. 


WHY HE RILLED HIS WIFE. 


Drakeley Declares That Je Jealousy Drove Him to 
the Crime. 








Robert Drakeley, who killed his wife a week ago, 
is still in jail awaiting bis trial,which will take place at 
Litchfieid in Septemoer.

wood played with the Allegheny Club, and proved 
nimself to be the best batter even of that team 
of hard. hitters. The official averages show that 
he ranked third in batting of the sixty-eight players 
who took part in American Association Champton- 
ship Games in 1882.
